His first course 
in the treatment of a patient is to sit 
down beside him and put himself om 
rapport with him, which he does without 
producing the mesmeric sleep. He says 
that in every disease the animal spirit 
or spiritual form is somewhat discon- 
nected from the body, and that when he 
comes en rapper with a patient, he sees 
that spirit form standing beside the 
body; that it imparts to him all its 
rrief, and the cause of it, which may 

ave been mental trouble, or a shock to 
the body, or over-fatigue, excessive cold 
or heat, etc. This impresses the mind 
with anxiety, and the mind reacting 
upon the body, ponose disease. . 4 

ith this spirit form Dr. Quimby con- 
verses, and endeavors to win it away 
from its grief, and when he has suc- 
ceeded in doing so, it disappears, and 
reunites with the body. In a short time 
the spirit again appears, exhibiting 
some new phase of trouble.” 

Another editor there, writing under 
date of Feb, 15, ISH, says: 

‘t Mr. Quimby has exhibited specimens 
of clairvoyance with his intelligent 
young man, Lucius Bickford, to our cit- 
izens, for the last two evenings, with 
great approbation in all his experiments 
in this mysterious and wonderful science. 
A gentleman present, with whom he 
was in comm was in 
acquainted with the Governor's 
at Havannah, where he conve the 
clairvoyant, and to the astonishment of 
all present, Lucius described not only 
that, but the other important public 
buildings near it, some that the gentle- 
man himself had forgotten until re- 
minded of them by the young man.” 

On February 14, 1882, Dr. Quimby con- 
tributed a long article over his own 
signature to the Portland Advertiser. 
Iu it are interesting facts, such as 
‘** Clairvoyance is very rare,” (this was 
thirty years ago), “‘and can be easily test- 
ed by blindfolding the subject and giv- 
im a book to read, If he can read 
without seeing, that is conclusive evi- 
dence that he has independent sight. 
This was my test during my experiments. 
I arrived at the stand I now take, viz., 
that the cure is notin the medicine a 
doctor may give, but in the confidence of 
the doctor or mediums.”’ 

From these brief extracts is it not 
evident that Dr. Quimby was led by 
superhuman intelligence, and that he 
See ere disease by the spiritual or 
mediumistio methods which many of us 
in spiritual philosophy and spiritual 
science use for cure?

Heretofore tho Government has beon 
tempuriaing Ip its cystem of Indian 
schools, and hna allowed tho Catholle 
mission among tho various tribes to 
maintain parochial echouls, nt the samo 
time paying thom froin tho publie 
treasury for each pupil taught by them 
The present Administration, w thelr 
great credit be jt sald, mado n now 
doparturc, and determined to pay no 
mory money for sectarian education. 
Father Chapelle, of the Catholle Mis- 
sion Buronu, was lately in the receipt of 
a letter from Mr. Morgan, tho Com- 
minstoner of Indian Schools, in which 
appears the following: 
“Tho eshocls malintainal by the 
Governinent for the cducation of the 
Indians should be strictly non-sectarian 
and non-partisan, and, further, the ap- 
ie irlation of public funds to sectarian 
nstitutions is in my opinion, contrary to 
tho spirit, if not the letter, of the Chn- 
stitution, and opposed to public policy 
My position on the Questivn was vielentiy 
assailed by your bureau. False charges 
weru preferred against me, and the most 
dewwrinined but futile efforts were made 
to provent my confipmation and to secure 
my displacument. An employo I dis- 
ae oa for cause from this office imme- 
diawly got employment with your bu- 
mau, where he ig still rotained, and 
during the entire two years, the bureau 
hns both diroctly and fodirectly, in sea- 
son and out of sason, publicly and pri- 
vately, through newspaners and personal 
latorviews, ‘brow oficial correspond- 
once and in the lobby of Congress, as» 
salled the policy of the Administration, 
and attempted to defeat tho oxtension 
and successful operation of thu Govern- 
ment schools.”

In the first place, It ts taken for 
granted that the averago Spirltuallat 
and frocthinker believes In progression;
